' INSUFFICIENT INVESTMENT BUYING. 


SOME SOUND PREFERENCE SHARES.

(From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


It is evident that the speculative buying of 
Stock Exchange securities at the end of last 
year and the beg mning of this month was 
not sufficiently supported by the public, and 
as soon as one or two adverse factors pppesre 
there was a rush to take profits. The mid 
revival in Home Ra'ls has been checked for 
the time being by disappointing traffics and 
some nervousness regatding the wage ques- 
tion, In some other direct.ons there is still 
considerable firmness, The market for Kaffir 
shares is reflecting the bopm-like conditions in 
Johannesburg, where opin on appears to be 
strong that the Herizog Administration will 
be defeated at the next elections, while the 
market has been helped by the optimistic 
remarks of the President of the Transvaal. 
Chamber of M nes regarsing the prospective 
development of the Rand through the aban- 
donment of the gold standard by South 
Africa. 


GERMAN BONDS. 


Foreign Government Securities are still 
showing considerable firmness, especially Ger- 
man Loans which have been helped by the 
reports of greatly improved industr.al condt- 
tions in that country and the declaration that 
Germany will adhere to the gold standard. 
The latter statement is important for the 54 
per cent. Young Loan, the interest upon 
which is payable in gold. A more remarkable 
movement is the appreciat.on in the various 
municipal issues, for it is believed that some 
of the cities may experience dfficulty in 
meeting the interest on ther external loans. 
A much better market is also noticeable for 
the leading South American issues, and even 
Chilian Government Bonds, which for so long 
were quoteil at rubbish pr.ces, though the 
market was quite nominal, have been marked 
up several points. The recovery in Argentine 
Rails is less surprising, for in the case of 
the Debenture issues at least the previous fall 
was overdone. 


MARKET PROSPECTS. 


It is not expected that last week’s reaction 
in certain markets will be more than tem- 
porary. The movement gives investors an 
opportunity of getting in on moye favourable 
terms, especially as regards Home Rauls, 
while some of the leading Industrial shares 
have reacted from the best. Probably in- 
vestors may decide to wait a while before 
buying gilt-edged securities in order to see 
whether the coming new loans offer anything 
more attractive. Judging from the terms 
fixed for the Barnsley issue the prospect in 
this direction is not very encouraging. The 
gilt-edged group is not likely to be we aip 
by dearer money for some months to come. 
The banks have bigger resources than they 
can employ in industry, and recent returns 
indicate that we have lately exper’enced a 
process of credit inflation, the result largely 
of the bie increase in the floating debt in the 
form of Treasury Bills. It is hoped that the 
improvement in trade will become more pro- 
nounced, but there is no reason to think that 
even if it does money rates will advance to 
any appreciable extent. 


CABLES AND WIRELESS. 


It is curious to note how rumour plays 
round Cables and Wireless Stocks, and until 
these rumours are disposed of one way or the 
other the market is likely to continue active. 
Operators believe that some arrangement has 
been reached with the Government, reports 
going as far as to assert that the dividend on 
the Preference stock will be guaranteed, and 
that holderswill receive all interest arrears now 
due. There has been an active demand for 
the various issues for a considerable time past.

Professional Rat-Killers. 


I was in conversation the other day 


with a member of a quite little-known 
profession, whose services are \ bein 
usurped by the many preparations sold 
for the destruction of rats. He was a 
professional rat-killer, and I was dis- 
appointed to hear from him that he carries 
no mysterious secret, no musical instru- 
ment like the fabulous Pied Piper, and 
that his simple apparatus merely consists 
of a torchlight and a pair of strong gloves. 


He is assisted by the usual ‘‘ mate,’’ who 


carries a large sack, and, when thev are 
commissioned to attend to any building 
known to be infested by rodents, they 
arrive after nightfall. Quietly creeping 
into the building, the mate directs the 
heam of his light on to the face of a rat. 
This causes the vermin to be hypnotised. 
and the catcher takes a firm grip of it, 
and drops the vermin into his mate’s sack. 
This isa much safer and cleaner method 
than some of the poisons sold for this 
purpose, but obviously a glove is essential.

starred battle of Stormberg, in December. 
1899. There was a good deal of feeling 
between the two regiments after the 
action, in Which many of the Rifles were 
killed or captured. That is a long time 
ago now, and the rights and wrongs, what 
ever they were, are almost forgotten: bui 
my correspondent goes on to tell me of a 
curious thine. During the Great War he 
was with a battalion of the Rifles which 
was ‘quartered close to one of the 
Northumbeilands. A lot of trouble arose 
owing to constant fichts between the men 
of the two units, and it became clear that 
the Irishmen were the aceressors. Investi- 
gation showed that the Riflemen were trv- 
ing to pav off what they rezarded as an old 
score. When it is remembered that 
seventeen years had passed, and that pro- 
bably not a single man of either regiment 
had been at Stermhere, or even in South 
Africa at all, it will be seen that revi- 
mental memories are long, particularly 
when they are Irish, Perhaps, it is another 
kind of esprit de corns. Even my cecrre- 
spondent, an ex-Rifleman, is not whollv 
free of the feeling. I can almost “sense ”’ 
a chuckle in his letter

that the course is a long and diffi- 
cult one, and several months are required 
to teach the pupils to guide their masters 
across busy streets and to warn them of 
danger by a certain movement or a growl. 
I believe it is wonderful to see the in- 
telligence displayed by these dogs after 
careful training. The school was only 
founded about two years ago, and already 
has done magnificent work. 


Demolition. 


, I have noticed a good many old houses 
in Dublin recently in the hands of the 
house-breakers. Part of a block of brick 
buildings in St. Andrew street is being 
taken down to make room for new offices, 
which will probably be built in stone or 
concrete. Early nineteenth century brick 
does not seem to have worn very well; 
many houses built of this material show 
evidences of wear and tear, especially 
where the facing of the brick has crumbled. 
A house which is being demolished in 
Parliament street at present must be, 1 
imagine, about one hundred and fifty years 
old, since it appears to belong to the same 
type of building as Lundy Foot’s once 
famous tobacco factory in Essex Gate, just 
opposite, which has long been diverted to 
other uses. To judge from some of the 
modern buildings which are being erected, 
it is easy to surmise that the demolition 
gangs of the future will have to face much 
more formidable tasks than the house- 
breakers of to-day. It is possible, of 
course, that the scientists who have pro- 
duced concrete which is as hard as steel, 
and much more durable, may also dis- 
cover some speedy and effective means of 
dissolving it. 


New Zealand Cransport. 


_ A yisitor from “down under,’’ who was 
in Dublin during the recent threat of a 
transport strike, told me that the Irish 
crisis between road and rail systems would 
seen to be simplicity itself as compared 


i with the transport developments in recent 


years in New Zealand. With facts and 
figures at his finger-tips, he told me that 
New Zealand, with about one-third of 
the population of Ireland, had sunk 
£150,000,000 of capital in building rail- 
way services, tramway systems and 
harbours, an amount equal to half the 
whole national debt of the country; and 
that the Government of New Zealand 
derived something like £100,000,000 yearly 
—or half the national income—from its 
public transport activities. Now a big 
crisis has arrived, with the result that 
manv unfinished railway lines have been 
closed down, that railway capital has 
heavily depreciated, and that railway 
revenues have fallen from £14,000.000 in 
1921 to £6,000,000 last year. Concur 
rently, the motoring boom of prosperous 
vears, which led to the construction of 
thousands of miles of costly roads, has 
suffered heavy deflation. Even the 
farmers, nearly all of whom have some 
kind of motor car, have put away their 
vehicles pending better times. So it may 
be some comfort to our Ministers and 
railway managers, as well as to motor 
traders; to know that they have no 
monopoly of harassing transport problems.

GUEST OF THE KING AND

The Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha is staying 
with the King and Queen at Sandringham 
for a few days’ shooting.

significant, as marking a resumption of the 
friendly relations of pre-war days, but there 
are special circumstances which distinguish 
this case. Although Duke Carl Edward 
fought in the war on the German side, he is 
English by birth and outlook. He is a grand- 
son of Queen Victoria, being the son of the 
Duke of Albany, her fourth son. He was 
brought up in England, and English is his 
native tongue, but when the dukedom of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha fell vacant in 1900, the 
Duke of Connaught, who should have suc- 
ceeded to the title, refused it, preferring to 
remain an Englishman, and his nephew, who 
had become Duke of Albany, took German 
nationality when he succeeded to the title. 

The Duke is brother to Princess Alice 
Countess of Athlone and a cousin to King 
George. His daughter, Princess Sibylla, who 
was a bridesmaid at the last British Royal 
wedding (the marriage of Lady May Cam- 
bridge. to Captain Abel Smith in October, 
1951), was herself married last year to her 
cousin, Prince Gustaf Adolf of Sweden, whom 
she had met at the Cambridce wedding. 
Princess Alice, the Earl of Athlone, and 
Prince and Princess Arthur of Connaught, 
were among the fifty Royal guests who 
attended the wedding at Coburg.

FOYLE COLLEGE OLD 
BOYS. 


DISTINGUISHED MEMBERS AT 
ANNUAL DINNER. 


The annual dinner of the Foyle College Old 
Boys’ Association was held on Saturday 
night, Major J. Sproule Myles, M.C,, Presi- 
dent, in the chair. 

The distinguished old boys present included 
Mr. 8.

Dr. Paton, proposing the toast of “ The 
School and Governors, ” said that he was 
never so proud that he was on old Foyle 
boy as during the Great War, when the 
honour of the school was so wonderfully up- 
held.

THIS WEEK. 


“THE ambition of every right-minded boy 
is always to be something adventurous 
_ Say an engine-driver.or a burglar— 
and it ta be that the present generation 
have already added “' film producer ” to their 
list of desirable professions. To develop into 
a fat, shirt-sleeved man, who fusses round 
studios with a cigar in his mouth, is certainly 
not an agreeable prospect, but there , is 
another kind of producer whose life seems to 
contain all the elements of romance. 

There is Mr. J. E. Williamson, for 
example, who has been spending several years 
in the West Indies, and who has just pro- 
duced a full-length picture, “ Beneath the 
Sea.” A large glass chamber, attached to a 
long, flexible tube, is lowered into the water. 
and Mr. Williamson, after climbmg down tie 
tube, proceeds to take pictures of the life 
under the ocean. On one occasion the glass 
window of his chamber was attacked by a 
school of parrot-fish, and when they had 
finished, as he says, “it looked as though 
someone had been skating on it for a week.” 
Later on he was able to ''shoot ” a terrify- 
ing scene, in which a diver had to be rescued 
from a giant octopus, and he has more than 
a nodding acquaintance with sharks and other 
monsters of the deep. 

There are all kinds of expeditions which are 
sent out to different parts of the world, and 
which undergo more aa in a couple oí 
months than most of us do in the course of 
our lives. Central Africa is positively over- 
crowded with cameramen, and (if we are to. 
believe all we see) they spend most of their | 
time escaping from charging hippopotami and | 
hungry crocodiles. At the present moment a | 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer party is in the Arctic, | 
taking pictures for a new production, | 
“Eskimo.” ‘Their ship has been frozen in, | 
and they are being attacked by walruses, but | 
apparently this is all “ according to plan.”

ACCUSED OF SPYING 
IN ITALY. 


FRENCH MILITARY 
ACADEMY CHIEF DETAINED.,. 
From Revtrer’s CORRESPON ENT, 

PARIS, Saturday. 


Action is expected to be taken by the 
new French Ambassador to Italy, M. 
Henry de Jouvenel, to secure the early 
trial and release of M. Eydoux, Director 
of Studies at the Ecole Polytechnique 
(the famous Military Academy), who, it 
was revealed to-day, is under detention 
by the Italian authorities on a charge of 
espionace. 

According to the Matin, M. Eydoux and 
his secretary were on holiday in the Adda 
Valley, in the Italian Alps, last October 
when all news of them ceased. Several 
weeks later friends learned that they had 
been taken to Rome on a charge of spying. 

General Royer, Director of the Military 
Academy, learned of their misadventure 
and informed the Quai D’Orsay. 

Inquiries in Rome failed to reveal any 
news at all of M. Eydoux.

That..was the so-called 
secret agreement which was submitted to the 
Parliament on 26th .,jane, 1923, when Parlia- 
ment was presented with the estimate for 
payment of that money. They would find it 
in the Appropriation Act, 1923, Item 62, 
“ for making payment to the British Govern- 
ment im respect of annuities ‘under the Land 
Purchase Acts, 1881 to 1909, £3,133,577.’’

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—When the packet tax was applied we 
were agents for a Continental article of food 
having a regular demand. Being severely 
affected in other lines by prohibitions and 
tariffs, we thought it better to pack the avticle 
in Ireland believing we could save something 
from the wreckage of the business. 

Securing small premises, we began with a 
flourish and a forewoman and five juvenile 
females. No sooner had we started than the 
Government taxed the article, it being re- 
motely related to flour, although not manu- 
factured in Great Britain or lreland—a tax 
on the labeis, another on the binding wire. 
and a final on the box. The price advanced 
25 per cent. and the demand fell. The fore- 
woman was given a reference ‘‘ owing to trade 
depression,’ etc. ; then three .of the girls re- 
ceived similar notices; so ouí Fianna Fail 
“- factory.” is run by two girls. The total 
weekly expenses—including wages. rent, heat 
and light and insurance—are £2 10s. The 
taxes applied to the other branches of the 
business caused dismissal of two carters 
and one storeman ; traveller's commission was 
reduced ; and a number of other workers not 
employed by us would be also affected.—

Mr. Cosgrave proposes to seek a new 
financial settlement with England, which 
will lessen the burden of the annuities. 
If he fails to secure it, the annuities 
will be paid in full, and the Free 
State’s honour will be untarnished, even 
if the pockets of her taxpayers will be 
lighter; but we do not believe that 
ne will fail. His promise to honour 
the Free State’s bond will put an end to 
the economic war which is draining the 
life-blood of the twenty-six counties. The 
value of the British market, thus re-opened 
to Free State goods, will be enhanced im- 
measurably when Mr. Cosgrave has made 
entitling them to the 
privileges which they ought to have secured 
at Ottawa. A new era, brighter by contrast 
with the past year of gloom, will open 
before the Free State. The useless tariffs 
imposed by the Fianna Fail Government, 
whose sole effect has been to throw men 
out of employment, will be abolished; 
those whose abolition would involve hard- 
ship or injustice to workers or investors 


an . agreement 


will be retained. A new and sound policy 
of industrial development will replace the 
chaos induced by Mr. de Valera, and the 
crippling burden of taxation will be 
reduced. These are the chief points of 
Mr. Cosgrave’s appeal to Free State sanity, 
and every citizen who votes for the con- 
stitutional candidates will help to bring 
them to accomplishment. The alternative 
is Mr. de Valera’s programme of ever- 
mounting taxation, swift commercial 
decline, cruel unemployment and financial 
doom. 

To one Free State interest, in par- 
ticular, Mr. Cosgrave’s pledges will bring 
an access of long-deferred hope. His 
former Administrations neglected their 
duty to the railways; but now he has 
bound himself definitely to restore their 
prosperity, which involves the prosperity 
of many thousands of shareholders and 
employés. They, at all events, will know 
how to record their votes.. Mr, Cosgrave’s 
pronouncement has come in the nick of 
time; for on the 23rd of this month—the 
day before the election—the truce with 
the Great Northern railwaymen will reach 
its end, and only a strong hope of relief 
The 
end of the economic war will help them, 
but that measure of relief will not be 
sufficient; for it will restore them only 
to the perilous position which they occu- 
pied a year ago. Much more is needed, 
and at yesterday’s meeting the railways 
were promised more. The uneconomic com- 
petition between road and rail will be 
removed by the imposition of those 
equalising burdens which road transport, 
in justice, ought to bear. We await the 
iulilment of Mr. Cosgrave’d pledge with 
eagerness, and all who have an interest 
in the railways will give him full oppor- 
tunity to put it into practice. In this 
matter the Fianna Fáil Government has 
failed to keep its bond. Every «elector

The Philippine Islands. 


Recently both Houses of the United 
States Congress passed a bill which confers 
early and complete independence on the 
Philippine Islands. As we noted at the 
time, the bill was inspired by no high and 
unselfish principles of freedom. It was 
forced through Congress by agricultural 
interests which suffer from the competi- 
tion of Philippine produce within the 
United States tariff wall, and so seek to 
put the Islands outcide that wall. 
Congress, in short, proposes to relieve 
American farmers at the Philippines’ 
expense ; and there is no small danger that 
Mr. de Valera, if he remains in office, may 
tempt the Imperial Parliament to take 
similar action against the Irish Free State. 
President Hoover, however, holds a 
broader view of his country’s responsi- 
bilities, and he has refused his approval 
to the Philippine Independence Bill. His 
reasons are set forth in a communication 
to both Houses of Congress. He says that, 
while the United States are pledged to give 
independence to the Philippines, such 
premature action as is planned in this 
bill would project them into ‘‘ economic 
and social chaos.’’ Moreover, it would 
commit the United States Government to 
years of military occupation—first, to 
maintain internal order, and then to pre- 
vent encroachment by other Powers. No 
doubt, Mr. Hoover has Manchuria in 
mind when he declares that the un- 
developed resources of the Philippine 
Islands invite pressure from ‘‘ immense 
neighbour populations for peaceful in- 
filtration or forcible entry.’’ He _ rejects 
the bill’s proposal that the Philippine 
people shall vote upon a Constitution 
within two years, and says that liberation 
should be “ based on a plebiscite to be 
taken fifteen or twenty years hence,’’ after 
the two countries have arranged ‘‘a 
mutual preference in trade.’’ Having 
heard Mr. Hoover’s statement, the House 
of Representatives promptly decided, by 
274 votes against 94, to over-ride his veto. 
A two-thirds majority in both Houses is 
needed to make the veto invalid, and the 
Senate’s decision remains doubtful. If it 
follows the House of Representatives, the 
bill will become law ; the American farmer 
will have his way, and the unfortunate 
Filipinos will lose their vital market.

Russian Broadcasting. 


The purposeful outlook of modern Russia 
is nowhere more manifest than in her 
attitude to broadcasting. In these islands 
broadcasting is, or is supposed to be, an 
invention for the people’s entertainment. 
In Russia it is a vehicle of “ uplift,’’ and 
keeps the ideals of socialism constantly 
before the listeners. Logically, therefore, 
as the Observer informs, us, the Russian 
listener need pay no licence fee; every 
citizen is compelled to listen to the pro- 
grammes, and the formation of “ listening 
groups ” is encouraged wherever it is 
practicable. We must not assume that, 
because the Russian programmes are 
permeated by’ a. social ideal, they 
are necessarily dull; the old Russian 
feeling for art perseveres under the 
new régime. Talks and lectures—regu- 
larly on the Five-Year Plan—are the 
main items on the programmes, but music 
and the drama have their place. Even 
dance music is heard, but it must be dance 
music of a national character; and not 
everybody will condemn the Russians 
because they have imposed a ban on jazz. 
At least thirty stations are at work within 
the boundaries of thé Soviet Union, and 
some of them are designed specially for the 
dissemination of Russian propaganda 
among external countries. Since the Inter- 
national Broadcast Union forbids its 
members to use their stations for such 
purposes, Russia refuses to join the Broad- 
cast Union. She fixes her own wave- 
lengths without reference to the comfort 
of other peoples, and forces them to 
establish stations of great power which at 
the present moment are causing wide- 
spread trouble to listeners throughout the 
Continent.

Most of your readers know of Marco Polo, 
and many, I am sure, have turned his pages. 
| was obliged to investigate them recently; 
for I have a young son who insists on 
accurate information. He felt the glamour 
of Coleridge's references to Xanadu and Alph, 
so I tried to map out for him Marco Polo’s 
Cathay and Manji. Thus I came on the story 
of Fuju (Fuh Kien). It seems peculiar to 
one manuscript (‘‘Z’’) to which recent 
editors attach great importance. When 
Messer Marco and his uncle, Messer Matteo. 
visited the city of Fuju, a Saracen friend 
suggested to them that they should examine 
a certain community whose religious prac- 
tices had excited his curiosity. They did so. 
At first these people were reticent. fearing 
that the strangers were desirous of depriving 
them of their religion. The two Polos re- 
assured them, and ihus discovered that the 
mysterious religion was the Law of Christ. 
They had sacred books, which proved, when 
translated, to be the Psalter. These Chinese 
Christians stated that they had received their 
Law and rule of life from their fathers. In 
a temple there was a picture of three apostles 
who belonged to the seventy appointed by 
Christ (S. Luke, x, 1), and tradition held 
that it was these three who had brought the 
Gospel originally to this remote region. On 
the advice of Messer Matieo and Messer 
Marco, they appealed to the Great Khan: 
their appeal was granted, and a writ was 
issued allowing them to call themselves 
Christians and to practise their religion 
openly. 

Marco Polo’s narrative is taken more 
seriously to-day than a generation ago. Have 
the modern followers of the seventy found 
any traces of the ancient traditions ?’—Yours,

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE, 


NEW OUTBREAKS IN 
ENGLAND.

The Free State Department of Agriculture 
have been officially irtormed by the British 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries that an 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease has been 
confirmed at; Westhampnett, Chichester, Co. 
Sussex. : 

The usual precautions have been taken by 
the British Ministry to prevent the spread of 
the disease, and that Ministry has made an 
Order, with immediate effect, prohibiting the 
movement of animals over a Sata area sur- 
rounding the infected place. 

The Ministry of Agriculture announced last 
night that another case of foot-and-mouth 
disease had been discovered at Laverstoke, 
near Andover. Hants. The cattle affected 
were moved from Reading on January 6. 
The existence of the disease has necessitated 
the declaration of a new affected area around 
the affected premises at Laverstoke. 


IRISH CATTLE, 


In connection with the Order issued by 
the British Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries on the 11th instant, entitled the 
Foot-and-Mouth Disease (Regulation of Move- 
ment) Order of 1933, constituting a con- 
trolled area, the Department of Agriculture, 
Dublin, are informed by the British Ministry 
that the above-mentioned Order is not 
intended to interfere with the landing in 
Great Britain of animals imported from the 
Irish Free State. The movements of imported 
animals from British landing places to 
destinations within the controlled area are, 
however, governed by the above Order, 
supplemented by an Order of the 12th 
January. The effect of these Orders is 
to require that no animals shall 
be moved into the controlled area 
unless they are accompanied threughout the 
movement by a licence issued by an Inspector 
of the local authority of the place of destina- 
tion of the animals; and the licence granted 
by the Inspector of the British Ministry, 
authorising the movement of the animals 
from the landing place. 

No animal is permitted to be moved into 
the controlled area, except direct to farm 
premises in the said area for detention for a 
period of 14 days, or to a slaughter-house for 
slaughter of the animals within 96 hours of 
arrival at the slaughter-house.

Railwaymen’s Wages. 


During the taking of evidence before the 
National Wages Board it was feared that 
there was little prospect of a unanimous 
report on the subject of railwaymen’s 
wages, but it scarcely was forescen that 
the chairman would be the only one to sign 
his report. Since none of the parties “sn 
cerned—the companies, the employés and 
railway users—accepts his findings, it is 
not likely to prove very helpful. In any 
case the decision is not binding upon an\ 
party, though the. railway workers might 
do much worse than to accept it. Briefly. 
the chairman’s findings would give the 
railway companies a relief of less than 
£1,000,000 on a total wage bill of 
£102,000,000, compared with their request 
for a reduction by £4,500,000. 


Commerce and Advertisement. 


Following upon the Ottawa Conference. 
and with the desire {> assist in a practical 
way the development of trade between 
Great Britain, the Dominions, the 
Colonies, and other countries, the 
Advertising Association is organising an 
advertising and marketing exhibition on .

economic factor in distribution; to indi- 
cate the efficiency of the service which 
members of the advertising and allied 
professions can give to industry; to 
demonstrate to the consumer the ad 
vantages of buying advertised and branded 
goods ; to bring together in personal con- 
tact manufacturers, traders, marketiny 
and advertising experts from all parts o! 
the Empire and other overseas markets. 
It is anticipated that the British and 
Dominion Governments will provide ex 
tensive exhibits of Empire products and 
of the methods employed in their distri- 
bution and sale, 


Tea for Rassia. 


According to a statement just issued 5) 
the Indian Tea Association, negotiations 
have been concluded for the supply of a 
large quantity of tea to Russia during 
the present year. The quantity exceeds 
seven million pounds, which may be in- 
creased to ten million pounds, but, even 
if the latter quantity is taken, it will 
not have any marked effect upon the 
accumulated stocks, which are estimated 
at three hundred million pounds in weight. 
The existence of this great accumulation 
is responsible for a scheme for restricting 
production, now under discussion. This 
may come into operation in April if the 
details are admitted. 


Trade with Argentina. 


The official visit to be paid to London 
by a mission from Argentina, with Dr. 
Roca, the Vice-President of the Republic, 
at its head, will be a return to the visit 
paid by the Prince of Wales to Argentina 
two years ago. The mission, on arrival, 
will be given an official reception by the 
Prince of Wales, and will pay an early 
Visit to Buckingham Palace for a meeting 
with the King and Queen. The Govern. 
ment will give a dinner and reception in 
honour of the mission, and it is expected 
that the Prince of Wales also will have a 
dinner party at York House. When the 
Official ceremonies are over the mission 
will remain in London for some days, 
discussing with the Foreign Office pro- 
posals for future trade relations between 
Great Britain and Argentina. 


Silver. 


Silver is not unlikely to regain some 
thing of its former value during th 
coming months. This morning a sugges- 
tion is reported from the United States 
that the Government there may decid: 
later to buy all the silver that it can 
obtain to protect the dollar; but the 
bullion brokers are not inclined at the 
moment to attach any great importance 
to the infiuence of the possible r 
monetisation of the metal in gold standard 
countries. It is not impossible, however. 
that, as the meeting of the World 
Economic Conference draws near, the 
factor may exercise a potent influence on 
the market. There has been a slight im- 
provement in the price of the metal during 
the past few days, mainly due to purchases 
in China. 


Fashions for the Spring. 


Bright colours for wear during the 
coming spring have been ordained by the 
Paris dressmakers. It is said that the 
most popular will be jade green and bright 
red, though light blue also will be great} 
favoured. These colours will be carried 
out in light-weight materials, mostly of 
fine woollen fabrics, and most of them 
will have crinkled or crépe-like surfaces. 
The frocks will be covered by full-length 
coats of new design, with draped revers 
carried to the waist-line, though in some 
places in Paris three-quarter length velvet 
wraps, circular, and flared with wide 
sleeves and bordered with fur, are ex- 
hibited as the fashionable coat for the 
spring. It is said that there will be no 
room for the woollen jumper this year, 
though short jumpers made from woollen 
material may continue to be worn.

40,000 HEARERS IN 
COLLEGE GREEN, 


HOW THE POLICE KEPT 
ORDER. —. 
cinemas

OT in recent years has a political 
meeting in Dublin attracted so large 
a crowd as that which assembled in College 
Green yesterday to hear Mr. Cosgrave s 
speech in support of his policy and of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal election candidates 
for Dublin City and County, 
Thirty minutes before the meeting was 
due to start not more than two thousand 
people were present, but by 3 o'clock the 
crowd had swollen to nearly forty 
thousand. | 
Five hundred Civic Guards of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Division, reinfo 
by a detachment from the Dépdt, were 
distributed through the crowd in little 
knots of five and six, ready, in accord- 
ance with the instructions of the Com- 
missioner, General O’Duffy, issued last 
week, to take action at the slightest out- 
break of disorder. In barracks, less than 
a mile away, soldiers of the Free State 
National Army stood by in case their 
services should be needed in support of 
the civil authorities. , . 
Members of the Army Comrades’ Associa- 
tion were also present in large numbers, 
and many of them formed a second cordon 
in front of the police guarding the plat- 
form. . 
Shortly after 3 o'clock a pipers’ band, 
led by banners bearing the names of 
the Cumann na =, bos: candidates, 
wheeled into College Green from Nassau 
street, and a few minutes later the cars 
carrying the speakers halted on the out- 
skirts of the crowd. 
By this time it was almost impossible 
to move among the throng, and the police 
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platform, along 
walked, being loudly cheered by his sup- 
porters. Every window overlooking College 
Green was occupied by spectators, and 
there was a further outburst of cheering 
when the Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alder- 
man Alfred Byrne) took up his posi- 


tion as chairman, 


MEN SEARCHED FOR 
ARMS. 


After introductory remarks by the Lord 
Mayor, Mr. Michael Hayes rose to ad- 
dress the meeting, and several interrap- 
tions were shouted from different parts 
of the crowd. Guards immediately moved 
towards the interrupters and escorted 
them from the meeting, several of them 
being taken into Church lane, where a 
police wagon was stationed. They were 
searched for weapons before being re- 
leased. 
Hardly had these men left the crowd 
when there were further cries, and two 
men were taken away from the vicinity 
of the platform. Both resisted the police 
violently, and were put into a wagon with 
an escort and removed. 
Near Church lane a crowd of several 
hundred persons, mostly young men, at- 
tempted to make a demonstration, and 
several scuffles took place, in which one 
of the demonstrators received a blow in 
the mouth, and had to get medical atten- 
tion. Several women who were screaming 
remarks against the speakers were also 
led from the crowd. ‘Two “‘slap-bangs”’ 
thrown in this section of the crowd nearly 
created a panic, but the movement was 
checked by prompt action on the part of 
the Guards. 

Throughout the crowd, which extended 
from the gates of Trinity College almost 
to South Great George’s street, there were 
small bands of men who made attempts 
to interrupt by shouting; but in every 
case they were dispersed by the police, 


and the leaders were escorted from the 
crowd.

The demonstrators near Church lane 


continued to give trouble to the Guards 
throughout the meeting, and as.it was 
nearing its conclusion they endeavoured 
to surge towards the platform. A move 
towards the demonstrators by members of 
the Army Comrades’ Association gave .the 
impression that a fight was about to take 
place, and there was a moment of panic 
on. the outskirts of the crowd. 

A strong force of Guards intervened, 
however, and shepherded the demonstrators 
away from the main body of the crowd 
and into Westmoreland street and Nassau 
street, where they dispersed quietly. 

The meeting concluded with enthusiastic 
cheers and singing of the ‘‘ The Soldier’s 
Song.” Mr. Cosgrave and his fellow- 
speakers were escorted to their cars by 
Civic Guards and members of the Army 
Comrades’ Association. 

Within half-an-hour after the meeting 
College Green had assumed its usual 
Sunday quietude. 

Soon after the meeting, young men who 
had been dispersed, suddenly came to- 
gether again, and in military formation 
marched along through Westmoreland 
street and along O'Connell street. At 
the Parnell statue they were forced to 
halt, as a strong cordon of police was 
drawn across Cavendish row, below the 
headquarters of the Army Comrades’ 
Association. 

Some voices in the crowd were heard 
urging their comrades to rush the cordon, 
but as the Guards advanced and were seen 
to be drawing their batons the youths 
broke their ranks, and-~ loiterers were 
moved on by the police. 

So far as could be ascertained nobody 
was seriously injured in the encounters 
with the police at the meeting, but one 
man, whose name is not known, was taken 
away from the meeting in a private car, 
apparently suffering from facial injuries.

Year proclaimed by the Pope to com- 
memorate the nineteenth centenary of the 
death of Christ, was read in the Portico of 
St. Peter’s this morning to a huge crowd 
overflowing the Piazza. 

The Bull gave details of the celebrations 
to be held during the year. It announced 
that the indulgences in connection with 
the Holy Year would only be available in 
Rome, and urged the faithful to under- 
take pilgrimages to Palestine.

from each of the three other Patriarchal 
Basilicas which have to be visited by all 
pilgrims to Rome. 

After consigning the Bull to the Dean 
of the Apostolic Pro-Notaries, and giving 
his consent to its publication, the Pope 
retired to his private apartments. | 

The procession was then re-formed, 


and, to the pealing of the bells, the pre- 
lates walked back into the Cathedral, 
whence, after a brief adoration of the 


Sacrament, they returned to the Vatican. 


THAT GREATER PEACE. 


The Pope received the Bull from the 
Director of the Apostolic Chancery, 
sitting in the Throne Room of the Vatican, 
surrounded by prelates and Papal Cham- 
berlains in picturesque uniforms. 

The Pope said that it was his intention 

that the present jubilee should be greater 
than ordinary jubilees in view of the 
greatness of the event which it commemo- 
rated. The lot of those who had to 
announce it was enviable, for theirs was a 
message of peace in the most exalted sense 
imaginable. Peace was an essential con- 
dition of good, and this was especially 
true of that greater peace which Christ 
brought to the world by suffering on the 
Cross, 
“This is the peace which we wish pro- 
claimed during this exceptional Holy 
Year,” continued the Pontiff, ‘‘ with the 
watchword ‘We adore Thee, O Christ, 
and we praise Thee, because by Thy Holy 
Cross Thou has redeemed the world.’ 


REMISSION OF DEBTS. 
‘In its Old Testament origin, a jubilee 
was a year of peace and remission and 
pacification, including, indeed, the literal 
remission of debts. We must not fail to 
pray to God to extend to all who need it 
His blessing and peace, and the benefit of 
the indulgences in order that nothing may 
be lacking on our part, and that the 
spiritual good not only of individuals, but 
of nations, may be achieved.”’ 

The Bull invited the faithful to approach 
more frequently and with greater Scion 
the Sacrament of Penance and of the Holy 
Eucharist, and to meditate piously cn ihe 
Passion of Our Lord. |

1800 MILES IN OPEN 
| FISHING BOAT.

IA can fourteen days in an open, un- 
decked fishing boat, the twenty-nine 
Spanish exiles, who succeeded in escaping 
from the penal settlement at Villa 
Cisneros, Rio de Oro (West Africa), 
landed last night at Cezimbra, a little 
fishing village to the south of Lisbon. 

By the time they landed they had run 
out of both water and provisions. 

It was difficult to believe that the group 
of ragged men, gaunt and unshaven, who 
arrived in Lisbon, was composed. of 
brilliant officers and Grandees of Spain, 
including Prince Alfonso de Bourbon, a 
cousin of ex-King Alfonso. 

They spent the night in telephoning to 
their families, informing them of their 
arrival, and asking them to join them 
here. 

“The conditions in Villa Cisneros are 
terrible,” said Prince Alfonso de Bourbon 
in an interview with Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent. They escaped, he said, at 4 p.m, on 
New Year's Eve, and their escape was due 
to information they had received from 
friends about their approaching trial in 
Madrid. 

CERTAIN DEATH. 


There was no doubt, he added, that some 
of them would have been sentenced to 
death without any opportunity for legal 
defence. 

He expressed his conviction that the 
Monarchy must be restored in Spain in 
order to save it from anarchy. 

The exiles, though worn out by the hard- 
ships of their voyage, were all in good 
| spirits, and delighted at having success- 
fully reached Portuguese territory. They 
state that after leaving Villa Cisneros they 
followed a zig-zag route and covered 1,800 
miles.

THE LAUSANNE 
MODEL. 


In an editorial article, The Times to- 
day states:—Only meagre reports have 
been published of the discussions at the 
Preparatory Commission, which is en- 
deavouring to settle the agenda for the 
World Economic Conference. The Com- 
mission has now resolved itself into com- 
mittees, whose proceedings will be given 
even less publicity. But, in spite of the 
secrecy which is being observed, there is a 
general impression that the Conference is 
unlikely to be able to meet before the 
summmer—too late, that is, to discuss the 
question of War debts, which must be 
settled before the next instalments fall due 
on June 15, if it is to be settled by agree- 
ment between creditor and debtors, and 
not by sheer involuntary default on the 
debtors’ part. Mr. Williams, the American 
representative on the Preparatory Commis- 
sion, seems to have given the impression 
that the United States Government are no 
longer so rigidly opposed to the discussion 
of War debts and tariffs as they were 
originally, though they think it better that 
the Conference should confine itself to a 
few questions, rather than embark on the 
discussion of an extensive list of subjects. 

If the Conference is not to meet in time 
to reach itself a final settlement of this 
problem before June 15, then it can only 
hope to achieve substantial results if it 
meets with the whole tangle of War debts 
and reparations already cleared out of 
the way. What is needed—and needed 
before June 15—is a definite settlement on 
the lines of the Lausanne agreement about 
reparations, wiping out the whole system 
of inter-governmental payments by a final 
transaction which does not disturb the 
exchanges. Only a settlement; of that 
kind will enable Germany’s creditors, who 
are also debtors of the United States, to 
ratify the Lausanne agreement and pre- 
vent the revival of the financial, economic 
and political frictions from which that 
agreement promised to free the world, and 
from which the United States has suffered, 
together with the rest of us. The world 
cannot afford to postpone the solution of 
the most urgent of its many problems 
‘just because it is not yet ready with a 
cure for everything.

Speaking at Headford, Mr. de Valera 
said :—‘‘ I notice that Mr. Thomas’s ears 
have been very warm. He says he is not 
interfering in this election, but, at any 
rate, he is taking a great interest in the 
speeches. I see in the papers that he made 
a speech, and he says that it is not true 
that the British Government were refrain- 
ing from making a serious effort to settle 
the dispute between the two countries in 
the hope that the present Government 
might displaced by another. I think I 
would recognise a serious effort when I 
saw it. Mr. Thomas thinks, perhaps, that 
blowing an odd kiss or two across the 
Channel, as he does here, is a case of 
serious intention. I don’t regard it as 
being anything of the kind. We have seen 
no indication of really serious intention 
on their part to discuss with us with a 
view to a real settlement of the differences 
between the two countries. He says that 
his Government is ready to negotiate with 
any Government which is prepared to ob- 
serve its honourable obligations. I am 
rather interested in knowing what he 
means by that—‘ to observe its honourable 
obligations.’ There never was a body of 
men so determined in observing hononr- 
able obligations as the present Govern- 
ment, but perhaps Mr. Thomas has not 
the same view of what are honourabl- 
obligations as we have. 


THE ROBBER AND THE 
WATCH, 


Suppose a robber came along and pat 
a pistol to your head and demanded your 
watch from you, and that with the pistol 
at your head you gave up the watch, and 
suppose the robber thinking that he would 
make himself secure said, ‘ You must not 
merely give me your watch. but must 
sign a document by which you must agree 
to give up all your right to the watch,’ 
and the robber walked away with the 
document and the watch. Perhaps, Mr. 
Thomas wéuld think that the person who 
signed under such circumstances was under 
an honourable obligation never to get his 
watch back again. I don’t think so for 
one. Suppose the man thoucht that he 
might at some time turn the tables on the 
robber, put a gun to his head, and say: 
‘Give me back that watch,’ and suppose 
the other person produced the document 
and said: ‘ Did not you agree to abandon 
all claim ?’ The man might well say, ‘Give 
back that “scument and write on Aa 
surrender any right I have got by means 
of that document.’ 

“Is it not quite clear that a document 
got under such circumstances is of no 
value, because it is something got by force 
which could be got back by force also. 
There are never any agreements made in 
that manner which can be regarded as 
onscientiously binding. That is my view, 
at any rate, whether it is good morality or 
not. 

‘“ Documents signed under such circum- 
stances will not, by the common opinion of 
mankind, be regarded as binding, and if 
Mr. Thomas wants to establish on a firm 
foundation the sanctity of agreements 
they must be agreements freely entered 
into, else they are not going to have a 
binding effect. When Mr. Thomas says that 
the peace he would like will be  'a 
which establishes and ratifies the funda- 
mental principle of the sanctity of agree- 
ments, I tell him he can have it the 
moment he is prepared to have it—a con- 
tract freely entered into and not dictated 
by force. 


A LASTING PEACE. 


“He says he is anxious to have a lasting 
settlement. From the first day I had the 
right to speak for the people of this 
country I said we were most anxious to 
have a lasting peace, and stressed the 
fact on every occasion. If Mr. Thomas 
and the British Government want a lasting 
peace, they can certainly have it. We 
want to be at peace with them certainly 
as much as they want to be at peace with 
us, and the peace can be got the moment 
the Irish people are free to determine for 
themselves what the terms of their 
relationship with Great Britain are to be.

‘* Tf it is to be final, if it is to be lasting, 
if successive generations of Irishmen are 
not to be tempted to take action to destroy 
it,” concluded the President, ‘* it must be 
peace based on the free will of each people 
and a peace for all Ireland.”

Government had reached the point where

I and my colleagues felt that it was a 
profound injustice, and morally wrong, 
that the farmers should be called upon 
pay their annuities two or three times 
over, It was obvious that the Govern- 
ment were unable to cope with. that 
motion without giving a promise of some 
concession to the farmers, and, accord- 
ingly, a fumbling, ambiguous and ill-con- 
sidered offer of a substantial reduction in 
the annuities was made by way of alleged 
reply to my motion. That was last Novem- 
ber. The Irish farmers heard nothing 
more about the substantial reduction 
which they had been promised. Instead 
they had to meet á shower of writs issued 
from the Land Commission, and we were 
again forced to take action. 


AN ELECTION BRIBE. 


Under the auspices of our party pro- 
ceedings were prepared to test the validity 
of the Government’s action in reference 
to the annuities and their title to extract 
the annuities from the farmers. Still we 
heard nothing about the substantial re- 
ductions. It was not until after the Dail 
had been dissolved that any effort was 
made by the present Government, or any 
indication given of what they meant by 
their promise of a substantial reduction. 

Last week, for the first time, the Irish 
farmers were offered, as an election bribe, 
remission of half their annuities by the 
sovernment which had previously in- 
sisted that the farmers had no right to 
any remission at all. The-first information 
the farmers got that they were to he en- 
titled to such a remission was in an clec- 
tion poster issued by the Fianna Fail 
Party. We have been often childishly ac- 
cused of playing the British game. In 
this instance surely it is the Fianna Fail 
Party who have played the British game. 
They have publicly declared that while 
an economic war is in progress the Irish 
larmer is able to pay half his annuity. 
We do not think that during such 
a war the Irish farmer is able to pay 
half his annuity, or any portion of his 
annuity at all. 


TO END ECONOMIC WAR. 


We have publicly announced our inten- 
tion, if returned to power, to negotiate 
with Great Britain for a revision of our 
financial commitments in reference to the 
annuities based on the farmer’s ability to 
pay. Whatever chance we had of getting 
a révision which would have enabled us to 
give the farmer a remission of more than 
half his annuity has been seriously 
jeopardised by the ill-considered action of 
the Fianna Fail Party in the hurry of 
their election propaganda. We propose, 
however, notwithstanding the impediments 
placed in our way by the Fianna Fail 
Party to endeavour to seek the best 
possible settlement in the interests of the 
Irish farmer. We propose to negotiate 
without an hour’s avoidable delay with 
the British to end immediately the 
economic war; to bring about the dis- 
continuance of the war tariffs which were 
imposed by both sides as a war measure, 
and we propose to restore his markets to 
the farmer. 

During the last six or eight months the 
farmer has lost something in the region 
of eight million pounds, and we feel that 
it is only right and just that the loss 
should be made up to him and that he 
should have some breathing space within 
which to adjust his business and recon- 
struct his industry. The best method we 
conceive of doing this is to refrain during 
a period equivalent to two years from 
collecting any of his annuities. We will 
not ask him to pay any annuity until 
December, 1934, when he will have been 
recouped from the loss he has sustained 
during the last eight months and will have 
had an opportunity of putting his house 
in order. After that period, when markets 
shall have again been opened to him, and, 
we hope, developed and improved, he will 
be asked to pay not more than one-half 
of his present annuity. We also propose 
to discontinue immediately the multitude 
of writs which have been issued and per- 
sisted in by the Land Commission under 
the orders of the Fianna Fail Government. 


A NEW AGREEMENT. 


-“ 


TO BE REACHED IN THREE 
| DAYS. 


In the negotiations it could be urged 
that we are not now in a position to pay 
by way of land annuities or otherwise 
what we contracted to pay in different cir- 
cumstances. World conditions have 
changed, The British themselves are en- 
deavouring to negotiate with the Americans 
for a substantial remission of their own 
war debt, and in those negotiations we 
hope they will be successful. 

In these circumstances a new agreement 
must be at once and urgently negotiated 
without any abatement of Irish claims or 
of Irish rights, and without abandoning 
any power that we possess under the 
Treaty or otherwise for national or 
economic development. That agreement 
must be at once submitted for approval to 
Dail Eireann, and those who say that we 
propose to negotiate a secret agrecment are 
well aware that such a thing is not possible, 
We have undertaken that an agreement 
will be arrived at in three days, and that 
it will be immediately submitted to Dail 
Hireann for approval, and we mean what 
we say. We have had no contact of any 
kind, good, bad or indifferent, direct or 
indirect, with British Ministers, but we 
know our job and we undertake to do it, 
And it must be remembered that the 
workers of Dublin and Cork and of all our 
towns have a vital interest in the settle- 
ment of the dispute which is staggering our 
farmers and increasing unemployment in 
our towns.’ Unless the farmers can sell 
their produce they can have no money to 
spend, and unless the farmers have money 
to spend for various things that they buy 
from the towns, unemployment must grow 
in the towns. The prosperity of the worker 
in town and country is bound up inextric- 
ably with the prosperity of the farmer, 
and the relief which town workers may get 
in any form cannot possibly last if the 
agricultural community is not in a posi- 
tion to pay its way. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SIDE. 


If, however, the town workers and the 
community in general depend upon the 
farmers, so, too, the farmers must look to 
the towns to raw off the surplus labour 
which cannot be profitably occupied on the 
land. For that purpose we require not 
only prosperous farmers and a strong com- 
mercial group, but, more urgently still, a 
healthy development of manufacturing in- 
dustry. It has been recognised by every 
asa party in this country that 

istorical circumstances had left us with 
an unbalanced economy, and that the in- 
dustrial side had to be strengthened as 
speedily and as solidly as the agricultural 
foundation would permit. | 

We, at any rate, accepted this as the 
problem and tried to find a solution. We 
used the method of subsidy, of direct

TARIFF POLICY.

NO DRASTIC CHANGES: 


Our known policy. being what it was, it 
will, no doubt, have tg the public to 
hear the rumour that if we return to power 
all the tariffs put on by, the Fianna Fail 
Government wilt be taken off as hurriedly 
as that Government put them on. That is 
not our approach in this matter. Ht has 
been confessed by the Fianna Fail. Goyern- 
ment that their tanff policy has been one 
of trial and error. Some of their tariffs 
haye had the effect not of increasing employ- 
ment, but of decreasing it, and of decreasing 
employment of a very good*type, particularly 
in this city. But in certain cases money 
has been genuinely invested and good em- 
ployment has been provided, and even if 
goods are not now being turned out at 
proper prices there is the probability that 
within a reasonable period a suitable article 
at & proper price will be produced, and in 
such cases the legitimate vested interests of 
groups of workers and of industrial investors 
must be considered, 

Even in other cases, where the employ- 
ment given has been small or is of a badly- 
paid type, or where there is Jess expectation 
of the production of goods at an economic 
rate, it will have to be borne in mind that 
money has been invested, or obligations in 
some other way contracted, rsons who 
relied upon promises made by a Government, 
and in order to secure stability and certainty 
the general community may have to bear 
a small burden, And just as we must bear 
the investor in mind in the re-making of 
the industrial situation, Consideration must 
also be given to thé workers. Those who 
have obtained employment in tariffed “indus- 
tries need have no fear of a disturbance of 
their prospects by the new Government. If, 
and when, we proceed to any investigation 
of the tariff position, we shall take as our 
standard not whether the imposition of the 
tariff was justified, but whether, if it should 
be removed, it can be removed or reduced 
without injustice or hardship to workers or 
investors. We shall have in the forefront 
of our vision not so much the disappearance 
of tariffs, but how far tariffs can be retained, 
amended, or extended to the general use and 
with profit to the community. 


THE OTTAWA AGREEMENTS 


A second and equally amazing rumour has 
been circulated that we can have success in 
negolielne the land ,annuities with the 
British only by the sacrifice of our fiscal in- 
dependence or the weakefhing of our fiscal 
powers. Undoubtedly, we shall have to 
bargain. But we have before us the Ottawa 
Agreements concluded by such highly pro- 
tected countries as Canada and Australia 
with Great Britain. On the lines of these we 
can advance, and we can make that advance 
with confidence, knowing that so long as we 
do not aim at the impossible ideal of an 
isolated and completely self-contained com- 
munity we have plenty of material with which 
to bargain, and the bargaining over, every 
expectation of being able to give full scope 
under a well ordered protective scheme to a 
varied and profitable group of manufacturing 
industries. | 

Above all, we hope to aid industry by the 
speedy termination of the economic war and 
the cancellation of the retaliative and puni- 
tive duties imposed on either side. Our ex- 
ports, not merely of agricultural goods, but 
in that valuable trade which we had in a 
group of high-class manufactured products, 
ean then resume, and the disappearance of 
the unnecessary and aggravating confusion 
and delays at our docks and the receipt by 
this community of better trade, will give to 
our people a purchasing power which will 
induce that demand which is necessary for 
the success of any tariff policy. Only in a 
country with resources far greater than any 
of which we can boast could a policy of 
sudden industrial development have any hopes 
of success, and even in a country of almost 
illimitable resources industrial development 
would be almost certainly doomed to failure 
if it were attempted at the same time as an 
economic war was being waged with that 
country’s best customer. In industry as in 
everything else the greatest benefit we can 
bring the people, as it is the necessary condi- 
tion of success, is the ending of the economic 
war, and that we have promised to accomplish 
speedily and completely. 


TAXATION MUST COME 
DOWN. 


Fianna Fail’s greatest failure was in the 
matter of taxation, and after their many 
lavish promises abont taxation and the con- 
trast with what they have performed I almost 
hesitate to approach this question. But 
taxation must come down. If taxation is un- 
duly increased the cost of production is in- 
creased so much as to render production un- 
profitable and employment precarious. If the 
producer, whether he be a farmer, an agri- 
cultural labourer, a building operative or a 
factory ‘worker, or any person in em- 
ployment, has to work two days in the week 
to provide money for the Government. he .is 
subjected to an undue strain. He really Mon 
four days’ wages for six days’ work, and is 
in constant uncertainty of employment, Taxa- 
tion has been increased to this point and a 
reduction is essential, 


TAXES ON GAMES TO GO. 


Taxes on the péople’s health, for that is 
what a levy on such things as outdoor games 
really means, are indefensible save in the last 
resort, and we do not admit that we must 
resort to them. Most of the extra taxation 
levied on the only Fianna Fail Budget must 
be removed, and, if possible, a reduction must 
be made even in the taxes which they found 
in operation when they came in. If. however, 
social services. are to be maintained, revenue 
must be secured, and for tha netessary re- 
venue we must look to the better and more 
profitable trade which we hope to secure from 
a series of agreements with the British Govern- 
ment. 

Relief from the land annuities must put our 
primary producer in a position to produce 
more and better goods, and in that event we 
have a good base of operations with the British 
Government, That Government at Ottawa 
took the first steps in an obviously well 
thought-out scheme for securing the regular 
marketing of the goods which they are obliged 
to import, and they haye declared that they 
intend in this year to discuss orrangements 
with the countries which export these goods 
to them so as to stabilise a higher level than 
now exists the prices at which they will buy, 
and to regulate the amount of these imports. 
When we have terminated the economic hos- 
tilities we have every confidence of being able 
to fit in with this scheme, and if we succeed 
in that we would thus have secured a regu- 
larity in demand for the goods that we send 
to England and better prices fixed and sta- 
bilised. 


SAVINGS AND GREATER 
REVENVE. 


On that, as indicated, we intend to build 
a better industrial development, and from 
both these things there should accrue in a 
relatively short time a revenue much greater 
than that which is yielded by present taxa- 
tion. That, at any rate, is our hope, and if 
that hope be not fulfilled at once, 1 feel that 
reduction of expenditute must be sought in 
the restriction of certain departmental 
activities, and the savings that will result 
therefrom. rather than in any, interference 
with the personnel or emolu s of certain 
sections of the community who either, directly 
or impliedly, have certain contractural obliga- 
tions with the State. In this. I give no rash 
promises, knowing as T do the difficulty of 
withstanding the public demands for better 
and more expensive social services, but I do 
i in the . new . situation

TO STOP ROAD. 
COMPETITION. 


The railways have suffered because traffic 
has been reduced to a point not yet fully 
understood, and, notwithstanding the rosy 
— ot their prospects painted by Mr. 

emass a few days ago, they are within 
measurable distance of having to tlose down 
sections of the line and either to dismiss their 
employés or to spread out the decreased 
revenue they are earning by reducing wages 
or by worsenipg conditions of service. A 
Labour Senator closely in touch with the 
railway world has stated that the great loss 
put. upon the railways is due to tha economic 
war, and amounts to something between 
£12,000 and £14,000 per week, or some- 
thing over half a million pounds per 
year. Under sucha _ striking blow the 
transport services of the country are reeling 
to destruction, and it is no proper solution 
of the difficulties brought upon the railways 
from outside to propose, as we understand 
the Fianna Fail Government did propose, to 
write down the railway capital by 50 per 
cent., and to make both employés and share- 
holders bear the brunt of the Government's 
misdeeds. 

We propose, by ending the economic war, 
again to restore the old traffic to the rail- 
ways, and to make our docks once more 
a scene of orderly activity, instead of con- 
fusion and stagnation, After that we propose 
to stop the uneconomic competition as be- 
tween road and rail in the matter of goods 
traffic, just as last year we stopped it in 
relation te passenger traffic. We shall insti- 
tute for goods carried by road almost the 
same licensing conditions as we established 
in our 1932 legislation for omnibus passenger 
services, and we shall do everything in our 
power to restore to the railways whatever 
traffic has been filched from them by road 
vehicles, and to secure for the railways what- 
ever portion of new traffic. originating in this 
country they are able and willing to handle. 

The economic war must first be stopped, 
but after that we must go ‘on, and we pro- 
mise to go on to such measures of licensing 
and control as will preserve traffic for the 
railways, and so preserve, both for the em- 
ployés and railway proprietors, their wages. 
conditions and returns. 


MEMBER OF BRITISH 
COMMONWEALTH. 


No policy, political, social or economic, can 
be fairly tested or successfully carried out 
in the war conditions which at present ob- 
tain in this State. That crime against the 
people must be ended, and at once. The new 
Government must apply itself without a 
moment's delay to the task of concluding 
peace. We have a good case. We are not 
afraid to make it. We are not afraid of the 
result, and we shall, now as always, be pre- 
only: to stand over our settlement frankly be- 
ore the people. We enter the negotiations as 
an independent member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. That member- 
ship not only gives us advantages for the 
settlement of the differences which have been 
recently created, but also enables us to make 
a trade treaty with Creat Britain, and thus 
not only restore but improve our hold upon 
the British market. ‘ianna Fail, having 
started with the simple notion of being out- 
side the British Commonwealth of Nations 
with all the advantages of being inside, now 
find themselves within the British Common- 
wealth with all the disadvantages of being 
outside. 

Our policy, frankly, is to remain inside, and 
to secure for this State all those privileges, 
politic#{ or economic, which go with member. 
ship of that great community of nations. 
The Treaty, as it has been developed since 
1922, is now, more even than when Arthur 
Griffith spoke the words, “our political need 
and our economic salvation.”” In common 
with other peoples, we have many economic 
problems awaiting solution, but for the 
historic Irish nation and for all Irishmen who 
follow the traditions and pursue the ideal 
which @untless generations have cherished, 
only one problem remains to be solved—the 
unity of Ireland. 

That unity can be achieved only through 
the instrument which Griffith and. Collins had 
the courage and the wisdom to recommend to 
our people. To that end, to solve the economic 


and barren strife, we ought to bend our 
united energies as a people. We must keep 
our eyes hopefully and firmly fixed upon our 
country's future, learning the lessons, but 
forgetting the conflicts of the past. 

Mr. Cosgrave said the Cumann na 
nGaedheal party stood for every section of 
the people being in a position t6 ‘work out 
the salvation of the country, unhindered by 
those people whose only contribution to the 
material welfare was disturbance at public 
meetings. He was confident that in this time 
of doubt and stress his party would be re- 
turned to form a National Government. to 
carry on the affairs of the State, (Applause.)

AMENDED LEGISLATION 
SUGGESTED. 

Mr. John A. Smyth writes :—In view of the 
forthcoming general election, I think it would 
be verv advisable to obtain the views of the 
different parties with regard to Section 71, 
Sub-Section 1, of the Local Government Act, 
1930. dealing with rates on vacant premises. 

Prior to the introduction of thig Act, the 
oniv rate demanded in Rathmines Township 
was the Urban Rate. In the old city a 
vacancy rate was struck, The present system 
of demanding full rates while a house is idle 
s a great hardship on people who have their 
money invested in house property. A negligible 
rebate of one twenty-fourth is given if the 
house is vacant on the day the rates are 
struck, but not otherwise, and even this con- 
cession may be refused if the Corporation 
authorities are not satisfied with the owner's 
explanation as to why the house is vacant, 

In the case of a man who owns about four 
houses. in which he has invested his life sav- 
incs, and who is depending on the income 
from them for his livelihood, the section 
operates very harshly. Should one of his 
houses become vacant, and need repairs and 
renovations, etc., it might be the better part 
of six months or more before he can let it 
again. He may only spend money on repairs 
as he receives the rents from the other three 
houses, and these may not be paid promptly. 
On top of this a bill for rates for the six 
months has to be met, although the house hag 
been only a liability for that period. I have 
not referred to other charges, such as ground 
rents, etc. 

It was stated by the promoters of the Act 
that this section was aimed at reventing 
owners keeping their houses idle whilst hold- 
ing out for exorbitant rents or selling prices. 
But how many property owners could afford 
to do this? The percentage of such dig- 
honest people must have been small at any 
Lime. The At t. however, ignores the 
numerous small owners to whom this 1mpogi- 
tion means such a hardship, 

There is no doubt whatever that this 
section should be abolished, or modified 
eonsiderably. The abuse which it aimed at 
preventing could be tackled in such a manner 
as not to curb the activities of a few by 
injuring many others, The principle implied 
is, that property which is let should bear 
the full burden of rates, and so relieve pro: 
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perty which is idle,

gallop, pointing first for Straffan, but swing- 
ing round, he crossed the Rathcoffe sey} 
and keeping Craig Sallagh on his left he went 
straight to Windgates, where he got to 
ground under the Maynooth-Straffan road.

Finding again in Burtown 
hounds ran past Ballindrum House to the 
road, where there was a long check and most 
of the field went home as scenting conditions 
seemed hopeless, but those who stayed on 
were rewarded with a nice hunt. The fox 
jumped up fifty yards in front of the pack, 
and leaving Old Grange on hig right, he ran 
nearly to Fondstown Church before getting 
io ground. He was quickl bolted, and 
raced back over the same line, but near 
Ballindrum he was coursed by a cur dog and 
this ended the day as it was too dark to 
persevere, Considering the hard state of the 
ground in the morning we were lucky to get 
a hunt at all. i 

On Tuesday, meeting at the Watch House 
cross-roads, we first had a slow hunt from 
the Baron's Bog to in the garden of 
Glencoe; next, drawing a gorse on the way 
to Glenmore, hounds found a fox who ran 
in a very big ring by Eadestown, over the 
quarries and by Downes’s House to Glending, 
which they went right through and on 
towards Glenmore, but were stopped as they 
had changed foxes in the covert. This was 
ax good hound hunt, on a poor scent, of two 
hours. Scent was improving, and on draw- 
ing Punchestown we had a fast hunt past 
the back of the stands to Beggars’ End; then 
and the 
stone wall before turning left to the Priest's 
Hill, where hounds were stépped in the dusk.

so much a matter of high politics that it is 
a little outside the province of this column. 
there was nothing equivocal about. the 
interim report of the Lotteries Commission 
issued last week. lts members were unani- 
mous on the subject that the totalisator 
should not be permitted at greyhound 
meetings, and its arguments were so cogently 
put against it that they have made a wide- 

spread impression. 

The report has received what is called “a 
| Press,” The greyhound people with 
the immense resources they have acquired im 
the last year through the totalisator are not, 
however, going to let the matter rest, ond 
believe that if they can get it brought before 


House will decide on legislation in their 
favour. 

Their argument, of course, is that there is 
no logic in the suggestion that there should 
be one law for the rich and another for the 
peor—the “rich” man being the p 
interested in horse-racing, oad t 
man he who patronises the 
meetings. The Lotteries Commission, how- 
ever very lucidly explained why there should 
be sharp differentiation between the two. 


A FORECAST. 

I see it stated to-day that when the full 
report of the Commission is issued it will 
be found that they will recommend that the 
ban should be applied to bookmakers as well 
as the totalisator at greyhound meetings. It 
is said, too, that they may report in favour 
of some form of State-supervised sweepstakes 
with safeguards. I imagine, however, that 
this is a good deal in the air, and that the 
Commission has come to no decision on the 
subject. Anyhow, their final report will not 
be ready for months. 

The greyhound people are now pleading for 
sympathy, and point to the number of men 
who will be left unemployed by the ban on 
the totalisator. It is a little difficult to see 
why much sympathy should be extended to 
the promoters of these things. 

When the Totalisator Bil was before the 
House of Commons they tried very hard to 
get pile meetings included. That pro- 
posal was flatly negatived. Then, when by 
a decision of the lower Court there seemed 
to be a flaw in the Act, without waiting for 
the last word in the matter, they rushed in 
and grasped the totalisator to their heart—or 
rather their pocket. Now they are shout- 
ing: “ Murder!’’ because it has been taken 
from them. 

COMING SPRING EVENTS. 

We may soon expect a quickening of in- 
terest over the important events of the spring, 
for the weights for the Grand National will 
be published on Thursday week, and those 
for the Lincolnshire Handicap in the follow- 
week. 

I suppose someone i taking some interest in 
the Lincolnshire, because it seems to pay 
bookmakers to advertise a list of prices every 
day. They are not very alluring prices, 
either—20 to 1 the field being the general 
offer—and, at this rate, one is given half a 
dozen to choose from, like the , Month colt, 
Le Becau, likely to be at the top of the 
handicap; Solenoid, Inverman, and, remark- 
able to say, Wellington, who was a moderate 
horse on the flat and seems no better since 
he was sent hurdling.
